The visitors' cards show that out of a 
white population of 0,507 over 21 years of 
age only 443 attenil Sunday school: and 
out of a white population of 1,380 between 
4 and 21 yeare of age 019 attend some 
Sunday school. Out of a colored popula- 
tion of 530 over 21 years of age only 79 
attend Sunday school , and of the 274 be 
tween 4 and 21 years of age only 120 at- 
tend Sunday-school. 

These figures do not represent the en- 
tire population of our city, but they rep- 
resent the part of the population that a 
very large number of earnest workers 
were able to reach by a systematic visita 
tion of the city by Want*.

Soma of these papers, which are wholly 
misinform*!, attribute the blame to the 
present Republican Administration of 
Kentucky, when iudeed Republicans are 
entitled to the credit for every step that 
has been taken toward the establish- 
ment of Schools of Reform and the 
prevention of just such incidents as 
that which has aroused civilization 
throughout the country. 

The Hon. I ami el J. PCM, when 
serving as a Republican Senator from 
this District, introduced and had passed 
by the Senate a bill providing for the 
establishment of two Reform Schools in 
Kentncky,— one for boys and one for 
girls,- and appropriating a snm suffi- 
cient to put these institutions into 



Mr. Ptgh'3 bill passed the Senate 
unanimously, but it was killed in the 
Democratic House. 

Then came the inauguration of Ken- 
tucky's first Republican Administration 
and in Governor Bradlit's message 
the Legislature in 181*5. he urged 
revival of the matter in the following 
language: 

"It ie vastly more important to save 
from ruin ami direct in proper paths 
the steps of wayward children of natu 
ral intelligence, and in tome instances 
of fair acquirements, who, by force of 
circumstances or want of proper 
strnint and advice, have become crimi- 
nals, than to expend efforts for the im 
provement of those who have practically 
no intelligence and who at most cannot 
be made self-sustaining or responsible.' 

Acting upon the suggestion of Gov- 
ernor Bhadlit, the Legislature passed a 
bill providing for the establishment of 
Schools of Reform, but failed to provide 
any money to carry the bill into execu- 
tion. 

Brer since the present Administra- 
tion has come into power there has been 
urged upon the Representatives of the 
people the Importance of doing some- 
thing to relieve the financial 
necessities of the state; and that 
nothing has been done is the fault of 
the people's Representatives alone, and 
not of any member of the Republican 
Administration at Frankfort.

Wasiiinotos, Feb. 10 —The report 
of the inspector general of the army 
on the several branches of the Nation- 
al Home for Disabled Volunteer Sol 
dlers shows them to be generally in 
good condition. The amount expend- 
ed for maintenance during the 
year 1890 was $3,200,207, making 
the cost per capita of 17,451 in- 
mates $120, against 9128 in 1893 
aud »141 in 1894. There were 
1,471 deaths during the year, 206 of 
which ocourred outside the homes. 
About 80 per cent of these members 
were buried in the home cemeteries. 
At the close of the year 82 per cent, of 
the inmates of the homes were on the 
pension roll, the amount paid them 
during the year being nearly 82,!>00,-
